Police and city councillors 
butt heads on police expansion 


| HOT ON THE HEELS OF A MEDIA-DRI 
ven crusade to buy a police heli- 
copter, the Edmonton Police 
Association has kicked off a pub- 
lic campaign to add 300 officers 
within five years. The initiative is 
meant to put the heat on city 
council, which would ultimately 
have to decide whether to pay 
next year’s projected cost of $4.4 
million, 

But the campaign has drawn 
criticism. Much to the ire.of some 
councillors, on-duty police officers 

_ have been giving out cards that 
encourage people to lobby city 
councillors and the mayor to 
increase services. 

“| find it inappropriate doing, 
this on duty, as I would for any 
public employee,” says Ward 
Four councillor Michael Phair. 

Peter Ratcliff, president of the 
Police Association, stands by his 
members’ actions. 

“They don’t like the fact that

officers have councillors phone 
numbers and names on them. 
None of them have said “You 
don’t have a case.’ None of them 
have said ‘You have more than 
enough offi ” says Ratcliff. 
The Association argues that 
while the city has grown by 
almost 30 per cent since 1981, the 
police force’s numbers have 
remained about the same. In a 
position paper released last June, 
the Association pointed to a sur- 
vey which found that citizens 
were most dissatisfied (34 per 
cent) about emergency response 
speed. Currently, Priority One 
calls, which are meant for crimes- 
in-progress, have a response time 
of 15.1 minutes. Priority Three 
calls, which are crimes not in 
progress, had an average response 


whether any of this will be a suc- 

cess. If Oliver Square on 109th is 

any indication, city planners seem 
think that the best way to create 
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time of two hours and eight min- 
utes. With additional funding, the 
Association argues that the 
Edmonton Police Service could 
shorten response times and 
increase street patrols 

“This is going cost the taxpay- 
ers, whether it’s provincial tax- 
pay ers or municipal tax pay Ss. 
This isn’t pennies from heaven — 
we never Said for a second that 
this was a reallocation. We have a 
simple focus to get our members 
on the street some help and we're 
not getting ays Ratcliff 

Councillor ‘Michael Phair says 
he’s not against expanding the 
police force, but other city depart- 
ments need additional funding 
just as much. 

“It’s certainly accurate that the 
city is growing. At the same time, 
we have not seen any significant 
increase in crime. The other factor 
for me is that we have to look at 
the entire city budget. There’s at 
least as much demand in the area 
of fire, ambulance [service],” 
Phair 

Phair also points out that it’s 
hard to expand the yearly police 
budget, which is around $130 mil- 
lion, because it already accounts 
for over 10 per cent of city budget: 

“And my guess is that the total 
amount [the police will ask for] is 
more than the $4.4 million. That's 
the kind of thing they do with the 
helicopter — they roll out ‘It’s 
only $500,000’ and forget to tell us 
about the personnel,” says Phair. 

Chad Blackburn, co-founder of 
Citizens For Peaceful Comm- 
unities, a police watchdog group, 
also has reservations about 
increasing the police budget. 
Blackburn thinks the police need 
to be more transparent and have 
more council representation on 
the Edmonton Police commis: 
before they should receive addi- 
tional funding. 

“1 don’t think an infusion of 
cash is going to clean up their 
image. This is where accountabili- 
ty can come in with some of the 
problems with [police] adminis- 
tration or subcultur ) 
Blackburn. He points out that in 
the Police Association’s own sur- 
vey, 15 per cent of citizen police 
dissatisfaction was with police 
integrity. 

“We would definitely like to 
see more attention on improving 
their relations with communities,” 
says Blackburn.

IN STANISLAW LEM’S NOVEL, THE 
Futurological Congress, the main 
character finds himself transport- 
ed to a gleaming utopia where all 
social ills have been purged, 
everyone lives in plenty and tech- 
nology has eliminated pain, suf- 
fering and the greatest social ill of 
all, inconvenience. But our protag- 
onist soon discovers this paradise 
is the result of a collective halluci- 
nation induced by mass narcosis, 
and when he swallows the anti- 
dote, he finds the planet has actu- 
ally been devastated by pollution, 
that everyone is actually a slave 
forced into constant, demeaning 
labour to compensate for the 
depletion of resources and that 
their waking life would be too 
nightmarish too endure if they 
could really see it. 

Seeing Songs from the Second 
Floor is a little like watching Lem’s 
fictional antidote take hold. 
Initially the world depicted in Roy 
Andersson’s film isn’t so alien — 
all the comforts of modern living 
seem to be in place — but as you 
follow the benighted and discon- 
nected characters around for a 
while, you realize that this world

Picture an airplane: I’m the motor 
and they’re the wings,” he recalls of 
those first shows with characteristic 
bravado, before revealing the flip 
side to the Ike Turner personae. “I 
was so scared man, if you would 
have felt my leg it would have been 
wet. It was the first time I went on 
stage to do a show by myself, where 
everything relied upon me. 

“Anyway, to cut a long story

short, we played about 12 more 
shows and I started to get some con- 
fidence.

WHENEVER AN OPPORTUNITY TO 
talk to bluesman Roy Rogers pre- 
sents itself, there’s never a concern 
about finding interesting points of 
discussion. 

The slide guitar wizard, produc- 
er, bandleader, and songwriter 
always seems to have four pots on 
the stove and something cookin’ 
in the oven. It’s more a matter of 
deciding which pot you want him 
to stir and examine first. 

“It’s true that it doesn’t rain, it 
ours,” muses Rogers who is 
Headed this way to participate in 
the fourth annual Labatt Blues 
Fest. 

For starters, this highly respect- 
ed musician is touring behind his 
latest disc, Slideways, which is the 
musical equivalent of a series of 
tremors. On first listen it’s a 
guessing game as to what kind of 
groove is going rattle your bones 
next or which combination of 
forces will level you as a listener. 

“Thad been kicking around the 
idea of doing an album of all 
instrumentals for quite a while, 
but like anything else you need 





strong material to make it work,” 
says Rogers, who first visited this 
part of the world as the late, great 
John Lee Hooker's bandleader 
back in the ‘80s. 

More recently, he wowed Folk 
Fest fans a couple of years back 
when he teamed up with vocalist 
Shana Morrison. 

“Some of the ideas had been 
around for a couple of years, and 
it was a matter of going back to 
some tapes, remembering which 
ones were happening and then 
properly finishing them,” he adds, 
before mentioning he found the 
whole experience of not singing to 
be quite a liberating one. 

“There’s an energy and edge to 
these pieces that shows we were 
really peggin’ the meters. When 
we recorded Smoke and Mirrors, 
we lifted the roof off the place. 

“We also captured laid back 
grooves and they sound much like 
a conversation with the slide 
being the voice,” continues the 
man who had an outstanding 
group of players waiting their 
turns to contribute to numbers 
like Razor's Edge, his tip of the cha- 
peau to Chuck Berry called 
Duckwalk, and groove merchant, 
New Orleans inspired fare like 
Crescent Steps and Gumbo Funk.

Writing as a team 
kicked back in and now a seco 
Rogers and Buffalo disc will 
appear in the not too distant 
future. 

While Rogers insists he’s not 
going to do another solo albun 
for a couple of years, he’s alread 
working on gathering material | 
another Ramblin’ Jack Elliott 
album — and why not, as he dic 
fine job in the producer's chair {.;

THREE CHEERS FOR THE BRITISH! NOT 
only were they once the world 
power by which all historic impe- 
rialist nations must be measured

responsible for many kinds of 
cheese, warm beer and uh, that 
Monty Python guy! I just love 
him!

Check out the roughly staccato 
acoustic guitar riff that plows 
through Benzedrine; Lou Reed 
could sing this song. Elsewhere, 
Gilmore laces her first person nar- 
ratives with a full palette of sonic 
textures; cello, banjo, harpsichord, 
saw, and a seemingly endless 
parade of percussion instruments. 

But, studio nonsense aside, if 
you want to get to the soul of the 
record, check out track 13, Saying 
Nothing, a simply strummed 
lament shaded by some lovely 
acoustic slide and barely con- 
tained longing.

stamp of approval, I don’t know 
what is. 

There’s nothing delicate about 
the ten cuts that make up Roots 
Manuva’s Dub Come Save Me (Big 
Dada/ Ninja Tune), a remix of 
some of the tracks from Mr 
Manuva’s release of last year, Run 
Comte Save Me. 

The hip hop/ reggae collective is 
instead proficient at the lan- 
guorous drenched-in-echo dub, 
and also at glowering, scratchy 
slippery bursts of noise that carom 
off the household furnishings and 
leave you feeling oddly elated 
And mumbling around the elastic 
rhythms are some of the finest 
raps you'll hear outside of the 
Quannum Spectrum crew. 

Psychedelia is the engine that 
motors the Future Sounds of 
London, and on their most recent 
release, The Isness, (Hypnotic 
Records) the boys dive in head 
first, unashamed in their love of 
the wah-wah and the sitar. It all 
comes together by the third cut, 
the Mello Disco Hippo Show. 
Backwards guitars, plodding 
drums, mellotron and farfisa 
organ conspire to drag you back, 
back in time to the Beatles-circa | 
Am The Walrus. 

If that’s your cup of mushroom 
tea, by al] means pick this one up.

Rankin, a Grade 11 drop-out, 
who’s made a point of educating 
himself beyond institutional walls 




































































































































— an attitude reflected in his 
band’s abrasive, socially conscious 
roar. 

“Tt had such a conservative slant 
and was full of half-truths,” he 
continues. “Socially I didn’t feel at 
all part of my student body, I 
couldn't relate to anybody. I felt 
like an alien. | felt like I landed on 
the wrong planet ... After a while 
I just stopped showing up.” 

Despite initially disappointing 
his family, many of whom are 
lawyers from schools like 
Princeton and Berkeley, he even- 
tually gained their support and 
went on to form one of the pre- 
miere bands on Fat Wreck 
Chords. 

The group, which also includes 
guitarist Luke Pabich, bassist 
Chuck Platt, and new drummer 
Dave Wagenshutz, is currently 
touring to support their fifth full- 
length album, Symptoms of a 
Leveling Spirit. Rankin’s explana- 
tion for the choice of album title 
kills any notions that he’s just 
some dolt with a lot of tattoos that 
likes to scream. “I took it literally 
from a speech by James Madison, 
who was a former U.S. president 
and one of the founding authors 
of our constitution.” 

“[The founding fathers] were 
talking how they needed to devel- 
op a way to keep the masses paci- 
fied — James Madison was talk- 
ing about it even way back then in 
the 1860s. He was worrying about 
what he called ‘symptoms of a 
leveling spirit,’ which meant that 
when one small group of the dis- 
enfranchised rose up and wanted 
to get a better living wage, then 
another small group of disenfran- 
chised workers could see it ©; 
hear about it and could start ‘up a 





whole wave of people clamorin; 
for equal rights. It would threaten 
the system.” 

Over the years Rankin has 
sharpened his political thought 
with voracious reading. Not sur- 
prisingly, he recommends any- 
thing by Chomsky, William Blum 
(The National Experience: A Histor 
of the United States), and in partic 
ular John Robbins’ Diet For a Nez 
America, which he says is useful 
for “counteracting all the propa- 
ganda” about how North 
Americans are taught to live. 

But he advocates more than just 
tomes about sticking it to the man 
He balances out serious stuff with 
“cheap fiction” by John Grisham 
and Stephen King, which he says 
is the type of easily accessible 
prose vital for high-school-age 
students in need of non-classics to 
get them excited about reading in 
the first place. 

“If you're encouraged to read — 
period — and you learn to enjoy a 
book, sooner or later you're going 
to reach an age where you're 
going to read those things any- 
way. You're going to be reading 
Dickens or Edgar Allan Poe, all of 
these authors. But to cram it down 
people’s throats breeds resent- 
ment.” 

Although his own high school 
experience went sour, he insists in 
true follow-your-heart style that 
he would neither recommend no: 
discourage anyone else from flip- 
ping off the hallowed halls of 
learning. Band mate Pabich even 
went to university this past 
spring, allowing Rankin time to 
concentrate on releasing a full- 
length Good Riddance album of 
cover songs (Cover Ups) on his 
newly formed label, Lorelei. 

So, Rankin may be proof that 
ambition and motivation can be 
harnessed outside the classroom 
but he asserts he’s in the minority 
as a successful high-school 
dropout. 

“I was too young to make an 
educated call. Luckily for me, it 


worked out”

This champion of dancehall has 
been recording and re leasing 
albums for years, but he has yet to 
hit the big league like his coliabo- 

rator and friend Shaggy, who got 
where he is today with Rayvon’s 
help. The two of them have done 
countless duets, including this 
year’s smash hit Angel, which 
introduced the masses to 
Rayvon’s appropriately angelic 
voice. 

Born Bruce Alexander Michael 
Brewster, he long ago decided a 
name change was in order. “If an 
MC is on the stage introducing 
Bruce, it don’t kick the same 
bunch without Lee on the end,” 
he explains. 

Rayvon does his recording on 
the road. His first album was 
recorded in New York, Jamaica, 
and Japan. Whenever he had a 
few days off, he’d find a studio, 
wherever he was, and lay downa 
few tracks. His second album, My 
Bad, was recorded while touring 
between New Yorkand Jamaica 

“Every little day off I had to fly 
up to New York, record a song, 
and fly back to the show,” he says. 
“I kinda racked up some frequent 
flyer miles on that one.” 

“T guess me living in New York 
City and growing up first hand 
with hip-hop and R&B music, and 
over the years being able to tour 
over the world, from Europe to 
Africa to Asia, the whole U.S. of 
A,, [guess some way somehow | 
digest a lot of musics and cultures.

He and his crew have always 
experimented, tackling everything 
their dancehall-urban base can get 
them close to.

Lovely on the new album. “You 
have to be different somehow, or 
you just get mixed up with every- 
one else,” Rayvon says. “You need 
something to set you apart; you 
gotta have your own flavour.’ 
He's shared a stage with the 
likes of Destiny's Child, Dionne 
Warwick, Kenny Rogers and he’s 
had songs appear on the sound- 
tracks of Speed 2, Flipper and most 
recently, Showtime. “The movie biz 
is just as finicky as the music busi- 
ness,” he says. “Although you put 
huge stars in a movie, you don’t 
always guarantee a box smash.”

VARIETY IS THE SPICE OF LIFE AND ALL 
that, but the frequent restaurant 
diner knows the pursuit of novel- 
ty can become a Sisyphean task. 
On the one hand, once you've 
rooted out some new exotic truf- 
fle, it’s no longer a novelty and 
you're forced to greater and 
greater extremes to discover an 
untried gustatory sensation; on 
the other hand, sometimes you 
just want a grilled cheese sand- 
wich. 

Milan’s Restaurant and Bar, 
luckily, combines the exotic and 
familiar in its selection of Old 
World comestibles. You like meat 
and potatoes? So do Czechs, who 
have a number of their own dis- 


tinct ways of presenting them, 
including some derived from con- 
tiguous cultures. Hence the 
appearance of pasta and seafood 
dishes alongside more traditional 
fare like roast pork. 
This was my third or fourth visit 
to Milan’s (since it arose, phoenix- 
like, from the equally continental 
Matess Bistro) so I already knew 
what I was in for, nor did it sur- 
prise me that our plates were 
being delivered by the owner him- 
self. Milan’s delicious wiener 
schnitzel and steak tartar had 
imprinted themselves on the 
memory of my taste buds and, 
though it pained me, I vowed to 
break new ground with my order. 
My dining companion insisted on 
Milan’s fried cheese ($8.95), a 
healthy (so to speak) portion of 
deep-fried slices of what tasted 








like edam, served alongside a 
heap of cubed, deep fried pota- 
toes, served with a mayonnaise- 
based dip, This isn’t your pub- 
grub fried cheese, but crispy slices 
that retain a gooey, creamy core 
Make no bones about it, this isn’t 
low-fat, but as well-realized a 
deep-fried dairy product as you 
could ask for 

In an effort to counterbalance 
this calorie-intensive choice, | 
ordered a spinach salad ($4.25 for 
the small order), a favourite from 
a previous visit. Fresh spinach 
leaves are tossed with melon, 
pear, grapes and apples, drizzled 
with a tangy raspberry dressing 
and topped with toasted almond 


slices. It almost sounds like 
dessert, but it’s a nice light com 
mencement to a meal that was 


bound to get heavier 

Full up on fried cheese, my co- 
diner ordered a bow] of cream of 
mushroom soup ($4.95) for her 
main course. The spoonful I stole 
was practically a meal in itself — 
rich, buttery, lightly laced with 
paprika and loaded with mush- 
rooms. My entree was the paprika 


chicken grill, a plump breast of 
chicken tantalizingly spiced with 
paprika, garlic, caraway and quite 
a bit of salt, sided with sauteed 
vegetables (daubed with butter) 
and more fried potatoes. It was 
quite substantial for $12.25 and 
the food was perfectly cooked 
the chicken was moist, the vegeta- 
bles al dente and appetizing), 
fresh, and the 
fried, not the slightest bit oily. | 
would have preferred to add my 
own salt to the chicken, but th 
seasoning was otherwise very 
well-balanced 

I didn't delve into Milan’s wine 
list, but beer lovers will be happy 
to note that Milan serves Stella 
Artois on tap for $4.65 a pint, 
which is a good deal compared to 
what they charge for the premium 
Belgian suds around the corner. If 
you crave an authentic Czech 
brew, order a Pilsener Urquell, the 
prototypical pilsener with a few 
centuries of history behind it. Both 
quaffs are a light but hoppy com- 
plement to Milan’s substantial 
board
